tbe house of the I3th df January, and the said pa¬ 
per not haring been received by the Speaker, he 
slated that in a case so extraordinary and novel he 
would take the advice and counsel of the house. 
RcsoUed, That this house cannot receive the said 
petition without disregarding its own dignity, the 
rights of a large class of citizens of the south and 
west, and the Constitution of the United Stales. 
Adopted Yeas 160. Nays 30. 

“ Resolved, That slaves do not posses, the rijflil 
oFpetition secured to the people of the United States 
by the Constitution. Adopted Yeas 162, Nays IS.” 
—Congress, Horst or Representatives, Feb. II, 
1837.
